Victor Records. 


Two features of the Road Traffic 
Act, ‘which has recently passed 
_ |through the House of Commons, 

‘[have received a great deal of 
notice, namely, the abolition of 
.|the speed-limit. for motor-cara and 
‘the institution of compulsory 
third-party ‘insurance, There are, 
however, many other features of 
this enactment which are deserv- 
ing of equal attention, inasmuch as 
they have been framed with the 
idea of safeguarding pedestrians’ 
rights and regulating, public pas- 
senger services. Thé Act is re- 
cognised as one of the main legisla- 
tive accomplishments of the past, 
session, and now that it has been 
passed, it should be possible to 
bring into force many provisions 
which have hitherto been lacking 
in the law dealing with road 
traffic. " 

Let us ontline some of the fea- 
tures of the Act which have not 
come’ into so-much prominence as 
they deserve. The measure . re- 
quires the Ministry of Transport 
to frame a “Road Code;"" endows 
the Ministry with wide | powers, 
which should enable it to deal, 
amongst other matters, with the 
growing noise nuisance; and wise. 
ly limits the hours of drivers | of 
public’ service vehicles (as buses, 
charabancs’.and the like are now 
to be called) and of goods lorries 
to a maximum of five at a stretch 
and a total of eleven in twenty- 
four. More far-reaching, how- 
ever, ig the division of the country. 
into a dozen traffic areas, and the 
establishment of area ‘traffic com- 
missioners: charged with the duty, 
of ‘controlling and - regulating 
publi¢ passenger - services and 
fares, and of eliminating wasteful 
competition with other forms of 
transport. . The ' Act, however, 
gives municipalities _rather,. wide 
powers in the matter of extending 
|their services which will have the 
effect, of making them relatively 
independent ‘of. the area: commis- 
sloners.. AS & consequence, we 
read, there {s a movement afoot
